USEFOR GAS _ 
ACROSS LINE 


Problem of Waste Fuel in| 
Turner Valley May be 
Solved ‘ 


Canadian Press | 
OTTAWA, Dec. 12.—-A_ conference 
has been arranged for today between 
Hon. Charles Stewart, minister of in- | 
terior, and Premier J, E. Brownlee of | 
Alberta to discuss the progress made 
in investigating methods to put the 
gas in the Turner Valley, now being 
burned in great flames which are 
economically unproductive, into some 
useful purpose. This tremendous 
waste of millions of cubic feet of gas 
a day challenges the ingenuity ofthe 
experts from two governments, 

The gas which comes up from the 
Wells of the Turner Valley is wet with 
naphtha. ‘The naphtha is taken out 
and the dry gas remains, great quan- 
tities are run through pipes to heat 
the city of Calgary but even in the 
winter time that does not take it all, 
much less in the summer, The gas 
has to be got rid of so it is burned, 
illuminating the landscape. 

A committee composed of Dr 
Charles Camsell and Dr, Wilson of the 
department of mines, and two ap- 

ntees of the provincial government, 
Dr. R, C. Wallace and A. A, Car- 
penter, has been investigating the 
problem and made an interim. report 

Speaking in Calgary recently Hon. 
Charles Stewart assured the people 
there that nothing would be done that 
would encroach on their supplies of 
natural gas. It has been suggested 
that the gas be treated and by- 
products taken from it. Another sug- 
gestion is that pipe lines be run to 
Regina, or other Canadian points, or 
even to cities in the United States. 
‘The problem is one that will increase 
as more wells are brought in, Pre- 
mier Brownlee is optimistic that more 
coal from Alberta will be shipped to 
Ontario this winter than heretofore 
as a result of extending the time when 
the low freight rate is applicable.

Several Hundred Japanese 
in Manchuria Still in 
Danger

TOKYO, Dec. 12.—Concern for the 
safety of several hundred Japanese 
subjects in northwestern Manchuria 
was increased instead of being dis- 
pelled, by the receipt today of the 
first message since November 16 from 
the Japanese consul at Manchuli.

Brownlee and colleagues 
put forward Wednesday, and Premier 
Brownlee 1s remaining over in Ottawa 
to have further conterence with Prime 
Minister Mackenzle King 
Some time ago the Dominion. gove 
| ernment announced that on the basis 
of the finding of the commission which 
investigated the return of the natural 
resources to Manitoba, {t was pro- 
pared to make a corresponding offer 
to the province of Alberta. At the 
time it was expected that this meant 
that Alberta would get back its na- 
| tural resources and the suvsidy to that 
| province from the federal government 
would be continued and increased as 
the population of the province ine 
creased 
The negotiations are not simple as 
would appear on the surface, howe 
ever, because Alberta finds herself in 
a very different position from wha6é 
Manitoba was. One difference is that 
in Alberta there are immense national 
parks, comprising some 56,000,000 
acres, said to be as much as all the 
other national parks of Canada put 
together. ‘These parks include some 
valuable coal deposits, ‘Ihis requires 
special consideration ‘There are 
other differences between the situa< 
tions in the two provinces, and the 
Alberta ministers declined tonight to 
discuss them until Mr. King should 
make Ait aunouncement bringing the 
negotiations to a successful conclu- 
sion, but the general impressicn seems 


} to be that such an announcement will 


forthcoming very soon,

SAYS A LOAN 


Supreme Court of Canada 
Upholds Decision of Trial 
Judge

CALGARY, Dec, 12.—Upholding the 
judgment of Mr, Justice Boyle of the 
Alberta Supreme Court, a decision has 
just been received here from the Su- 
preme 
of Wilson vs. Ward. The case was 
taken to Ottawa after the Appéllate 
division of the Alberta courts had set 
aside the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Boyle and found in favor of the de- 
fendant. 

In the original action the tria} 
judge was called upon to decide whe- 
ther a $1,500 tranraction was on a 
sale of a section of land or whether 
it was a loan on the security of the 
land. Mr, Justice Boyle held that it 
was a loan and that the party bor- 
rowing was entitled to redeem the 
j} land. On the appeal to the Alberta 
Appeal Court this judgment was re- 
| vised, the Appollate division holding 
that it was a sale. In the Judgment 


Court of Canada reinstates the judg- 
ment of Mr, Justice Boyle.

FLOOD WATERS 
STILL RISING 


Many Sections of South 
and West England Are 
Inundated

LONDON, Deo, 12.—South and west 
Britain's floooded rivers continued to 
rise today, inundating considerable 
sections of farm land and urban sec- 
tions and threatening vast further 
damage. 

The Thames valley, Somerset and 
parts of the Western Midland coun- 
ties particularly were hard put, al 
though wherever there were even 
smal) streams flooded conditions pre- 
vailed 

Constantly fed by their small tribu- 
taries now swollen to torrents, the 
Severn, Wye, Usk, Tone and Parrett 
rivers in the west and the Thames 
in the south poured millions of tons 
of water over miles of country, 

Numerous roads were made impass- 
able by the water whith, in some cases 
was two to five feet deep over the 
thoroughfares, Many towns were un- 
approachable from various directions 
with their streets swamped. Some 
railroads suspended service although 
all the great main lines still func- 
tioned. 

An unremitting watch was kept on 
the Thames in London where ex- 
pected high tides may caus» repeti- 
tion of previous disastrous floods in 
the metropolitan areca, Arrangements 
were made to warn riverside dweller: 
instantaneously if danger appeared,

gun fire, 

For hours the mutinous prisoners 
created a reign of terror within the

$500,000 damage, Finally with the aid | 
of state troopers and police, the | 
guards forced the rioters to surrender 
Two convicts were killed and eleven 
wounded,

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With a base rate of five cents per kilo- 
watt hour, against a base rate of eight 
cents a year ago, the electric light de- 
‘partment has earned the largest surplus 
in its record for past months of the year. 

An increase of 800 users helps to ex- 
plain the happy conditions in the finances 
of the department. But another effec- 
tive factor in the problem is that people 
who were careful to turn off surplus lights 
at the eight cent rate are less careful 
about turning them off at the five cent 
rate. 

Within limits, the way to make money 
is to cut rates and encourage business. 
And the light department may not even 
yet have reached the limit. 


THE CHAMBER OF COMME ROE 


The annual round-up, now under way, 
should result in substantially increasing 
the membership of the city Chamber of 
Commerce. That must assuredly be the 
outcome if there is any general under- 
standing of the service this body has been 
rendering to the community during the 
present year and a proper appreciation of 
the opportunities there are and will be 
for like service in the year that is com- 
ing. This despite the fact that the mem- 
bership is now larger than it has ever 
been, and larger than is at all common to 
boards of trade in cities the size of Ed- 
monton, 

The aim of the Chamber is to bring 
the united influence of the businessmen 
of the city to bear upon questions of mu- 
tual concern, and of concern to the pro- 
gress and welfare of the community. This 
can only be done in proportion as the 
Chamber represents every branch of busi- 
ness and the individual enterprises which 
make up each branch. An invitation to 
join the “board” is an invitation to join 
with other men who have corresponding 
interests at stake in studying how to make 
Edmonton a better place in which to do 
business, and a more prosperous and pro- 
gressive city. 

BU SINESS WEATHER 

Laggard winter has at last reached the 
western provinces. Not, of course, in re- 
sponse to any popular demand, rather in 
dinantal disregard to a pretty general 
inclination to hope for an indefinite con- 
tinuance of the pleasant fall weather we 
have been enjoying, in this part of the 
west at least. But there are compensa- 
tions. Edmonton people are renewing the 
agreeable pastime of conning the evening 
papers to see how much colder it has been 
at other places, and realizing afresh how 
fortunate they are to be located in this | 
tempered zone on the upper Saskatche- 
wan, with a coal mine at the other end of 
the convenient televhone and gas for the 
turning of a valve. 

There are material considerations, too, 
of a gratifying character, Business in the 
west ig based on the expectations of a 
“real” winter season. Merchants lay in 
tlor stocks on the assumption that there 
will be a demand for warm clothing. Mil- 
lions have been sunk in gas mains and 
coal mines, on the understanding that for 
several months in the year homes and 
stores and offices must be kept heated, 
and that there will be a demand in all the 
prairie provinces for AlWerta fuel. Oc- 
cupations of many kinds are planned to 
provide for winter's needs, Hence the 
coming of cold weather gives a stimulus 
to business. Seasonable conditions, just 
because they are seasonable, tend to 
break up lethargy and quicken trade. 


DEMOCRACY IN ACTION 


. More Edmonton voters went to the 
polls on Monday than at any previous 
municipal election. The weather consid- 
ered, the turnout was better than was to 
be expected, and gave evidence of unusu- 
ally keen interest in the issues and the for- 
tunes of the candidates. But there the 
congratulatory comments have to end. 
Fewer than fifty per cent of the qualified 
voters voted. Of the remainder, the ma- 
jority disfranchised themselves voluntar- 
ily. As a result, Mayor Douglas, with more 
than 9,000 votes, nny into office at the ex- 
pressed wish of less than one-quarter of 
the electors of che city. The elected alder- 
men, with more than 6,000 votes each, 
cannot claim to represent the declared 
preference of more than one-sixth of the 
electors.

ly elected council to get its bearings? Who 
knows whether the voters who stayed 
away from the polls agree on the main 
lines of civie policy with those who voted? 
The absentees have to be assumed to be in 
agreement, Just there is one of the weak- 
nesses, and also one of the dangers, and 
one of the delusions, of democracy. Demos 
rules in theory; in practice Demos too 
often sits by the fire on voting day—-and 
sometimes wakes up six months later to 
find, to his consternation and disgust, 
that the course of things does not suit 
him, and wants the council to resign. 
Among his New Year resolutions the Ed- 
monton voter should register 
au year hence he will get to the polls and 
record his opinions, storm or shine.

Adjustment is the problem of all of 
us, When the qualities on the basis 
of which we adjust are at fault, it 
is in ourselves that the problem lies; 
when the situation to which we must 
by force of circumstances adjust are 
the main factors in the maladjust- 
ment, it becomes « situational prob- 
lem, Few cases are purely one or 
purely the other; but one factor dom- 
inates and in this instance unmis 
takably. 

‘The desirable solution is to go else- 
where, Certainly above all we want 
to live with our kind, with those 
whose tastes and ways of living meet 
our standards, Nothing is more con- 
stantly wearing than to have to ad- 
Just to a situation that makes no ap- 
peal to our powers of adjustment—in- 
deed, offends as well as thwarts them. 
We all need stimulation to keep at 
our best; the environment must supply 
it. 

But if it doesn't and can't, what 
then? ‘Then we may consider that 
to some extent we make our environ- 
ment, Surely there must be in all 
but the most hopelessly dull com- 
munities, some persons with similar 
tastes to ours, even with similar prob- 
lems. It would be a glorious bit of 
ange fede in the truest sense—the 
ove of one’s fellowmen-—-to provide a 
means of bringing congenial persons 
together. With even a single outlet 
of social intercourse, with some place 
where one can be oneself, the toler-

| Answer—A great many young mo- 
thers have the same trouble with their

| having. But when you have regained 


your former health, strength, weight | 
and vitality, I am sure that both your | 


hair and complexion will improve, In 
the meantime, you must make up your 
mind not to worry, but to take some 
| time each day to give yourself the 


; care and attention that you need. | 
First, plan a nourishing diet and in- | 


clude sufficient fattening and streng- 
thening foods that your body needs 
| ‘Take some nourishing seup two or 
| three times a day Kat a well-bal- 
anced meal, tncluding some meat,

| tatoes, gravy. two or more vegetables,

ly as you build your weight and re- 
gain your strength and vitality.
